Size  of  Bulbs.  Note  we  have  abbreviated  Large  L.  Medium  M.  Small  S.  L.  lyi 
inches  or  more,  many  are  2  or  more,  the  best  blooming  size.  M.  %  to  114  inches. 
This  size  will  give  good  bloom  but  are  later.  S.  14  to  %-inch.  Some  will  bloom  if 
planted  early.  Make  good  bulbs  for  next  year. 

Disinfect  Your  Bulbs.  It  really  pays  and  is  not  much  work.  All  you  need  is  a 
wooden  pail  or  barrel  or  non-metal  container,  some  sugar  or  salt  bags,  or  you  may  use 
stockings  if  you  only  have  a  few  bulbs  of  a  kind.  Bi-chloride  of  Mercury  (Poison)  is 
very  good,  1  oz.  to  7  gallons  of  water,  soak  8-10  hours.  This  will  kill  any  thrips  as 
well  as  help  keep  the  bulbs  free  of  disease.  Even  if  you  have  had  good  success  without 
soaking  I  suggest  you  treat  all  bulbs  whether  your  own  or  new  stock  you  have  bought.
